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SPRINKLER DAMAGE PLAN 


COMPANIES HOLD MEETINGS 





Agree on a New Rating Schedule 
Which Will Be Applied First 
in Missouri 





_The new Missouri fire rate regula- 
tion law includes also sprinkler leak- 
age damage insurance. Companies that 
are writing that class have to file gen- 
eral basis schedules and specific rates 
as do the fire companies on fire busi- 
ness. This has caused the managers 
of companies writing sprinkler leak- 
age to get together and confer as to 
the course to be pursued in Missouri. 

The Continental and Fidelity-Phenix 
are now in the sprinkler leakage insur- 
ance field and the North British ex- 
pects in the near future to write that 
class in the west. 


Get Out Sprinkler Schedule 

The Western Actuarial Bureau of 
Chicago has gotten out a_ sprinkler 
leakage damage schedule based on the 
analytical system that is followed in 
making fire insurance rates. It has 
been tested to some extent in Chicago 
but now as the Missouri emergency has 
arisen it will be used there. The West- 
ern Actuarial Bureau will at once rate 
the sprinklered risks in Missouri so 
that the tariffs may be filed under the 
new law. 

The managers have had two or three 
conferences in Chicago and it is 
thought they will get together for good 
practices. The sprinkler leakage rate 
situation has been most unsatisfactory. 
There has been no cooperation to 
amount to anything. Each company 
had its own manual. 

Under the analytical system of rat- 
ing optional coinsurance will be given 
and large credits will be allowed for 
assured that agree to have the clause. 
The minimum on which credit for co- 
insurance will be allowed is 10 per- 
cent, i. e., an assured agrees to carry 
sprinkler insurance equal to 10 per- 
cent of the value of the property cov- 
ered. The sprinkler companies have 
been handicapped without coinsurance. 
A comparatively small amount of in- 
surance would be carried which re- 
sulted in a large total loss on many 
occasions and the companies were not 
getting the premium for the big lia- 
bility. The same condition would exist 
in the owner of a fireproof building 
carrying but a small amount of insur- 
ance with no coinsurance, believing it 
would cover any ordinary loss. 

Will Cover [fllinois and Missouri 

The sprinkler companies will apply 
the new schedule first in Missouri and 
then Illinois. Later on it is proposed 
to extend the system to other western 
states until the rates are on a more 
scientific basis and less discrimination 
will result. Companies under the pres- 
ent conditions are making no money 
and there are warring factions in the 
field. Commissions will be placed at 
15 percent for this class.

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LEGISLATION IN ILLINOIS 


HEARINGS ON THE BIG BILL 





Opposition Found to Antidiscrimina- 
tion Measure—Many Amendments 
Have Been Introduced 





Quite an interesting situation devel- 
oped in the Illinois general assembly 
over senate bill No. 61 and house bill 
No. 284. Senate bill No. 61 is one of 
the bills recommended by the Illinois 
Fire Insurance Commission, and con- 
tains two provisions—first, against re- 
bating by agents and brokers, and, 
second, against discrimination by com- 
panies doing business in Illinois. 

Originally house bill No. 284, intro- 
duced by Representative Wilson, of 
Quincy, Ill, at the instance of the 
Quincy chamber of commerce, changed 
the provisions of senate bill No. 
61 in two particulars, first, by re- 
quiring that the law be administered by 
a commission of three persons to be 
appointed by the governor, one only of 
whom should have knowledge of in- 
surance, and, second, the addition of 
a provision which in substance em- 
powers the commission, when ap- 
pointed, to fix the rates for fire insur- 
ance in Illinois. 

Numerous Amendments Piled 

Very numerous amendments are now 
proposed limiting commissions to 15 
percent and 10 percent contingent, 
legalizing rating bureaus, and authoriz- 
ing rates which guarantee to the com- 
panies an underwriting profit of 5 
per cent, and a conflagration charge 
of 5 per cent. The amendments also 
exclude the operation of the proposed 
law all mutuals and other varieties of 
fire underwriting not operating for 


roft. 

Senate bill No. 61 is now on third 
reading, and is in charge of Senator 
Chamberlain of East St. Louis, who 
does not evince a very lively disposi- 
tion to recall the bill to second reading 
for amendment. 

Kolt and Seely Argue 

Bill No. 284 is in the house commit- 
tee, and a hearing was had on Wednes- 
day of last week, at which time the pro- 
posed amendments were discussed by 
George H. Holt, of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the Policyholders’ Union; Her- 
man B. Seely, of Colonel Holt’s office, 
and lately an expert witness against the 
fire companies in the Indiana _litiga- 
tion, and also Judge Perry, of Quincy, 
representing the Quincy chamber of 
commerce. 

Further Hearing to be Had 

At this hearing no conclusion was 
reached, and the matter was set for 
further hearing last Tuesday, at which 
time the same gentlemen were pres- 
ent, and after further discussion, which 
reached no particular conclusion, still 
more time was given for hearing, and 
it is stated the committee will have 
further sessions in the future at which 
this bill will be considered. 

Senate bill No. 45, regulating Lloyds, 
and senate bill No. 53, amending the 
surplus line law, have passed the IIli- 
nois senate by a practically unanimous 


vote, 

Senate bill No. 92, by Senator Dailey, 
is a novelty. It provides that the full 
amount of the policy shall be paid 
when a building is totally destroyed by 
fire, “provided the insurance does not 
exceed the actual cash value of the 
property.” It has been recommended 
by the insurance committee for pas- 
sage. It looks like a fool law, inas- 
much as the policy now covers the 
point, except that a coinsurance clause 
might be knocked out by such a law. 





A resolution introduced at Albany, N. 
Y., this week by Asemblyman Cluvilier of 
New York, provided for a commission of 
nine members to investigate the fire in 
the Asch building, New York City, Satur- 
day, in which 143 people lost their lives. 
Three of the members of the commission 
are to be named by the governor, and an 
equal number by the president of the 
senate and speaker of the assembly. 





CLAIM COMPANY MAY RETIRE 


Report Has it that Atlas of Des 
Moines May Consolidate or 
Reinsure 








Des Moines, Iowa, March 29.— 
(Special.)—Rumors that negotiations 
are pending for the consolidation or 
reinsuring of Atlas Fire of this city 
are prevalent today in local insurance 
circles. The report has it that a propo- 
sition has been made to a competing 
company for a consolidation of the two 
companies. In case that step fails it 
is said an effort will be made to rein- 
sure the company. C. C. Crowell to- 
day denied that the risks of the com- 
pany had been rewritten or that a con- 
solidation of the company had been 
perfected. However he did not deny 
that such negotiations are pending. 
“No steps have been taken,” Mr. Crow- 
ell said. 


RATIFY THE MERGER SCHEME 


Rochester German Directors Approve 
the Plan to Combine with the 
German American 


The board of directors of the 
Rochester German at a special meeting 
approved the plan to merge the com- 
pany with the German American. A 
stockholders meeting will be held the 
last of April to vote on the proposi- 
tion. The German American directors 
and stockholders will also vote on the 
deal, and after all details will have 
been completed the matter will go be- 
fore the New York department. 

The German American will. have a 
large office in Rochester to take care of 
the splendid local business. 

In the west the merger is causing 
much attention because the German 
American is a member of the Western 
Union and the Rochester German a 
member of the Western Insurance 
Bureau. It is understood that the 
Rochester German agents will be 
taken care of through the Roches- 
ter German Underwriters. The West- 
ern Insurance Bureau held a meeting 
this week and took steps to prevent 
any disturbance in nonunion local 
agencies by a union company endeavor- 
ing to secure a foothold in these of- 
fices,

WILL HAVE MISSOURI BUREAU 


Some of the Problems in Connection 
With the New State Rating 
Regulation Law 








The fire companies in view of the 
new Missouri rating law propose to 
have one manager over the Missouri 
Inspection Bureau to cover the entire 
state. Harold M. Hess of the Western 
Actuarial Bureau, the Dean schedule 
expert, is slated for the managership 
of the bureau. Mr. Hess is a young 
man of exceptional ability and personal 
charm. He is a Dartmouth College 
graduate, and took up the study of the 
Dean rating system on his entrance to 
business. He has a wide experience in 
assisting in a number of states and is 
an instructor in tke rating system. He 
came into prominence with his lec- 
tures on the analytic method before 
the Chicago Fire Insurance Club. Mr. 
Hess will have his heaaquarters in St. 
Louis. 

Wil) Retain Big City Branches 

The companies found themselves in 
an embarrassing situation because of 
the protest of the Kansas City agents 
against moving the bureau there to 
St. Louis. At present W. J. Fetter of 
Kansas City makes the rates in Mis- 
souri outside of St. Louis, J. A. Water- 
worth, having an independent bureau 
for St. Louis. These two cities will be 
district offices in charge of Mr. Fetter 
and Mr. Waterworth respectively. By 
sending Mr. Hess to take charge of the 
entire state, local jealousies will be 
eliminated. He has the confidence of 
the companies and the new deal is a 
promotion for him. 

Many Problems Come Up 

Aside from the question as to whether 
one or more rating bureaus could be 
maintained, the most difficult problem 
was as to whether more than one basis 
schedule could be filed. It now seems 
to be the plan to file the Dean basis 
schedules for the entire state which has to 
be done by April 18. Experts are now 
working out the data for the Missouri 
schedule. The specific rates can be 
filed later. The basis schedule will be 
adapted to the cities according to their 
fire protection class and local condi- 
tions. It is not thought that in the 
final analysis there will be radical 
changes, but as neither Kansas City 
nor St. Louis is rated wholly under 
the Dean system, there is bound to be 
some changes in tariffs. 

Must Get Out New Schedules 

The companies have no_ schedules 
for fire proof and sprinklered buildings 
or sprinkler leakage insurance. These 
are required under the new law and 
schedule experts are busily engaged in 
producing the precious documents. It 

seems certain that the companies will 
not make good the promises of the 
agents who secured the passage of the 
bill that there will be a flat reduction 
in rates. 

The St. Louis agents are attaching a 
clause to policies now being written to 
the effect that if under the new law 
the rate on the risk is decreased the 
assured will have the proportionate 
amount refunded from the date of is- 
sue of the policies. The companies 
tefuse to acknowledge this clause. 

Missouri Agents to Meet 

_The Missouri Local Agents’ Asso- 
Ciation has sent copies of the law to all 
agents in the state. The annual meet- 
ing of the association has been called 
for next Saturday in St. Louis. A large 
attendance is expected in view of the 
Passage of the law and the discussion 
that will follow at the meeting. The 
association will probably take a defi- 
nite stand on certain issues. 

Insurance Superintendent Blake has 
ad some of the mooted points put up 
to him but has rendered no decision. 

Coinsurance Law Amended 

One of the surprises put over was 
the amendment to the coinsurance law 
Permitting the use of the clause in 
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only to stocks and personal property. 
It was stated by legal authority that 
the rating law repealed the old Mis- 
souri coinsurance law which confined 
its operations to cities of 100,000 or 
over. This would have legalized the 
clause in the state. The repeal of all 
laws in conflict with the new measure, 
it is said, put the coinsurance law out 
of commission. As St. Joseph falls 
below the 100,000 mark according to 
the new census, it would have been 
exempt. Some of the St. Joseph agents 
are responsible for the new coinsur- 
ance law, and it was passed by both 
houses before any one knew much 
about it. The companies had repre- 
sentatives appear this week before Gov- 
ernor Hadley in an effort to get him to 
veto the bill. 

The coinsurance law was passed after 
the rating law and hence would be in 
force on the signature of the governor. 
Some lawyers think the law is uncon- 
stitutional and that it is discriminatory.

Cities of 25,000 or over but limits it 
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COMMENT ON HOLOCAUST 


EFFECTS OF NEW YORK FIRE 





Some Sidelights on the Recent Dis- 
aster Which Resulted in Large 
Loss of Life 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent) 

New York, March 27.—That a fire- 
proof building can be as much of a 
fire trap as far as the loss of human 
life is concerned as a building of poor 
construction was demonstrated by the 
fire in the Asch building in which 145 
employes of the Triangle Shirtwaist 
Company were burned to death. 

When twenty-five persons lost their 
lives in a’ similar fire in Newark a few 
months ago, people pointed to the old- 
fashioned building and said that was 
the trouble. Saturday’s fire showed 
that there can be no worse death trap 
than a fireproof loft building with in- 
sufficient exits, few fire escapes and 
tenanted by so-called light manufactur- 
ing industries, 

Croker Was a Prophet 

It was only three or four months 
ago that Chief Croker of the fire de- 
partment in testifying before the leg- 
islative committee investigating the fire 
insurance business here, foretold a holo- 
caust of this nature even to describ- 
ing the neighborhood which he de- 
signated as that section adjacent to 
Fifth avenue where hundreds of small 
and large manufacturing concerns, such 
as clothing factories, and others of this 
nature are carried on. The buildings 
were erected principally for loft pur- 
poses, but the change in the down town 
business sections has brought a large 
rumber of these kinds of tenants to 
the modern fireproof buildings of loft 
construction where hundreds of men 
and women are employed in a small 
space on a large number of floors at 
machines. 

Small Building Loss 

The Asch building itself was damaged 
to the extent of about $5,000, it has 
been estimated, and very little new con- 
struction will put it in first-class con- 
dition. The eighth, ninth and tenth 
floors were swept by a sheet of flame 
which roasted many of the inmates to 
death before they could escape because 
the exits were inadequate and the ele- 
vator capacity too small and the only 
fire escape was on the inside running 
down to a court. Iron shutters open- 
ing on to the landings of the fire es- 
cape so blocked it that no one could 
pess unless the shutters were closed. 
Few, therefore, even reached the fire 
escapes. 

According to the building code fire- 
proof structures do not require fire 
escapes on the front of buildings, as 
the buildings are supposed not to per- 
mit a fire to rage long enough to make 
them necessary. 

All Shift Responsibility 

The fire has given added impetus to 
the demand for a fire prevention bureau 
in the city, which would be closely 
affiliated with the fire department. As 
a matter of fact the various bureaus 
which should be combined in some such 





way like this are now under separate 


heads, and today were busy trying to 
show the public that so far as they in- 
dividually are concerned, no negligence of 
any kind had occurred. The divided 
authority permitted by the city charter 
is responsible for such conditions, and 
it looks as if it would be very difficult 
to find any one department to blame. 
How the Fire Started 

Fire Marshal Beers stated that the 
fire started on the eighth floor of the 
building, probably from a lighted match 
or cigarette carelessly thrown into 
“clippings” and waste on the floor. He 
said that there are at least 1,000 build- 
ings in the city at present of similar 
construction, the fireproof loft construc- 
tion, which are being used for light 
manufacturing purposes. He said that 
he was not able to find that there had 
ever been fire drills in the Asch build- 
ing, and said that in his opinion it 
would take the 700 employes about 
three hours to reach the street by us- 
ing the single fire escape. 

May Affect the New Order 

As a result of the recent disastrous 
fire in the Asch building, it is not now 
likely that the order of Fire Commis- 
sioner Waldo for the equipment with 
sprinklers of warehouses and some 
mercantile risks, considered especially 
hazardous, will be fought so heartily 
as heretofore. There have, however, 
been several meetings of protest held 
by different organizations affected in 
the last few days, and these interested 
have been asking why this arbitrary 
action should be taken at the present 
time. The cost of installation the ware- 
housemen think is almost prohibitive, 
and the lower insurance rates which 
would be possible if their plants were 
so equipped, they claim, is not enough 
advantage to make up for the cost and 
inconvenience.

OHIO AND WEST VIRGINIA 


DWELLING FORM IS ADOPTED 


New One at Cleveland to Provide in a 
Practical Way for Summer 
Vacancy Permtis 





The new dwelling house form, pre- 
pared by the Cleveland Inspection Bu- 
reau, has been adopted by the Cleve- 
land Fire Insurance Exchange and 
it is believed that it will be used 
generally by all the agents. Per- 
mission for temporary vacancy ex- 
tending over eight months is provided 
for. In making up the form, it was 
found that many people close their 
homes during the summer months and 
live on the lake shore or other places. 
Others close their houses when they go 
abroad for several months. It was 
thought that the length of time allowed 
would cover the necessities in this way 
and yet provide a fixed period that 
would not allow frequent abuse. The 
keeping of gasolene automobiles on 
the premises is provided for. 


Akron Mutual Sued 


Two suits have been filed at Akron, 
Ohio, against the Akron Mutual Fire. 
The plaintiff in the case is the Dallas 
Waste Mills. Suit is brought to re- 
cover under two policies of $1,000 each. 
This property was destroyed by fire 
on March 11, 1910, and the plaintiff al- 
leges that the company has not made 
settlement to date. 

The Akron Mutual Fire ceased doing 
business some time ago. It was or- 
dered by the insurance department of 
Ohio in October, 1909, to make an 
assessment and pay its losses and ex- 
penses incurred up to that time. The 
company claims to have made this as- 
sessment and to have paid all obliga- 
tions. 


Cannot Write Casualty Lines 

The Ohio department has ruled on 
the submission of policies of the Lon- 
don & Lancashire and the Orient auto- 
mobile floater forms for approval, 
that no fire or marine company can 
cover collision, property damage or 
theft, these being strictly casualty lines, 
which must be written by those com- 
panies.

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MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


TO REGULATE RATING BUREAU 


Senator James, a Local Agent, Intro- 
duces Measure in Michigan— 
Other Bills Put in 











Several insurance bills have been in- 
troduced in the Michigan legislature 
by Senator W. Frank James, who has a 
large local agen¢y at Hancock, Mich. 

Senate bill 288 puts rating bureaus 
under the supervision of the insurance 
commissioner dnd requires the filing of 
all schedules of rates fixed by it, in- 
cluding the basis rates and the system 
of charges and credits. Specific rates 
are to be filed where the schedules do 
not apply. All other information re- 
quired by the commissioner must also 
be given. The bureau is forbidden to 
make any rate on condition that the 
insurance be placed at such rate or 
with a specified class of insurers, nor 
make a rate “which discriminates be- 
tween risks of essentially the same 
hazard and which are similarly pro- 
tected against fire.” . 

The commissioner is given power to 
erder rates “to be made uniform” 
whenever it is made to appear to his 
satisfaction that such discrimination 
exists. Property owners whose prop- 
erty is rated are given the right to full 
information as to the make-up of the 
rate. The bureau must also provide 
means for a hearing to be granted to any 
person affected by any rate. 

Senate bill 289 is an antirebate bill 
applying to fire and casualty compa- 
nies. It applies to insurance corpor- 
ations, associations, partnership, Lloyds 
and individual underwriters. It requires 
the collection of the premium named 
in the contract and forbids side agree- 
ments in the nature of rebates. It per- 
mits the payment of dividends by mu- 
tual concerns. The penalty for receiv- 
ing a rebate is a fine of $100 or impris- 
onment for thirty days, or both. For 
giving a rebate the penalty is a fine of 
$100 to $500 or imprisonment for not 
more than six months, or both. 

_ Senate bill 303 relates to proceed- 
ings against and the liquidation of de- 
linquent insurance concerns. The bill 
would put the liquidation in the hands 
of the insurance commissioner, as in 
New York. 

Senate bill 337 is a resident agents 
law. It forbids the writing of insur- 
ance in the state except through li- 
censed agents. 

Senate bill 285 provides that fire 
companies shall furnish the amount 
at risk in congested districts. The 
boundaries are to be fixed by the com- 
missioner, 

Senate bill 142 gives fire and marine 
companies organized in the state power 
to write automobile risks. Apparently 
the bill does not give them power to 
msurance against liability for prop- 
erty damage.

SOME MICHIGAN LEGISLATION 








Old Detroiter Discusses Some of the 
Measures That Are Now Receiv- 
ing Consideration 





Detroit, Mich., March 27.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Two bills have been 
introduced in the state legislature that 
are important. Bill No. 288 provides 
for the regulating and supervision of 
rate-making associations. The object 
of this bill is to provide a means of 
establishing rates on all kinds of prop- 
erties in the state. It anticipates a 
state supervision of the Michigan In- 
spection Bureau and all rate-making 
associations. In order that bill No. 
269 can be operative it is necessary 
that there be a rate made on every 
piece of insurable property in the state 
and this rate must be paid. Bill No. 
269 prohibits rebating in any form and 
applies to all kinds of insurance. If 
both bills could be passed, no doubt 
it would do much to straighten out the 
tangle the Michigan agents have got- 
ten themselves into, but we fear both 
will fall by the way. 


Firemen’s Pension Bill.—The state 
as well as the city is trying to legis- 
late in the interests of the firemen. A 
bill creating a firemen’s relief fund 
board and fixing the amounts that can 
be paid to firemen was introduced by 
Senator Cartier Wednesday afternoon 
of last week. It provides that the gov- 
ernor, commissioner of insurance, at- 
torney-general and two active firemen 
shall constitute the board. All public 
firemen in service and those who have 
been honorably retired, after having 
served at least twenty years, are sub- 
ject to the provisions of the bill. 


After Nonadmitted Companies.— 
Insurance Commissioner Palmer is de- 
termined to get the insurance compa- 
nies which are doing an unlawful busi- 
ness in Michigan, and to accomplish 
this he is urging stringent legislation. 
By his request there has been intro- 
duced in the senate a bill which makes 
it a felony for an adjuster of an un- 
licensed company to come into the 
state to adjust a loss, so that it will 
be possible to check up these compa- 
nies. The outside companies do not 
send their adjusters into Michigan or 
to any other state where they write 
insurance. Generally the admitted 
companies have insurance on the same 
risks and when the fire comes, these 
companies adjust and the outside fel- 
lows accept the adjustment. We had 
a case a short time ago and wanted to

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show what bad policy it is to pay out- 
side insurance. We got our draft 
quickly and’ went down to settle, us- 
ing our prompt settlement as an argu- 
ment. Before we got a chance to open 
out, the assured said, “We got our 
drafts from the Reciprocals yesterday.” 
Representative Leonard introduced in 
the house an amendment to the gen- 
eral corporation statutes which will 
compel all corporations which file an 
annual report with the secretary of 
state to include in that report a state- 
ment of the fire insurance they carry 
and the companies in which it is car- 
ried. The bill is particularly aimed at 
the Lloyds, which has written much 
business in Michigan, although it has 
no Michigan license and is not recog- 
nized by the state. If Representative 
Leonard’s bill becomes a law and all 
outside buyers of insurance have to 
make a report and pay the tax it will 
help a little, though I am satisfied it 
will not keep the Lloyds out of the 
state. A representative from the Lon- 
don Lloyds was in Detroit last week, 
just in from London, and wanted a rep- 
resentative for Detroit. We put him 
next to the laws and advised him to 
pass it. He did. His mission was to 
visit every city of any consequence in 
the country and place the Lloyds, of 
course, only for excess lines. He will 
have no trouble in the larger cities. 
They need the concern, but the amount 
of excess insurance in Detroit is so 
small that the Lloyds, particularly the 
London Lloyds, has no place to fill. 


Want Arbitration Clause.—Repre- 
sentatives of various mutual insurance 
companies and associations of the state 
entered a strong protest against the 
White bill which has passed the senate. 
because of a clause which prohibits 
arbitration between such companies and 
their policyholders and members. 
There are about ninety mutual fire in- 
surance companies in Michigan of 
which over eighty, it was stated, have 
arbitration clauses in their policies and 
the representatives charged that the 
bill, while it benefits the lawyers, will 
add greatly to the cost of maintenance 
of the companies,

Interested in Field Club 

The organization and development of 
the Indiana Field Club will be watched 
with interest by the members of the 
old Indiana state board. The latter 
will probably be pleased to know just 
what any kind of an insurance or- 
ganization in Indiana car do, except 
to eat, drink and be merry. It would 
not be out of the range of possibili- 
ties, perhaps, to see a revival of the 
once famous state board if the experi- 
ment now being made by nonunion 
companies shows anything additional 
to that accomplished by the Blue 
Goose, for example. There is consid- 
erable curiosity as to what kind of 
constitution and by-laws Attorney- 
General Honan may approve for the 
new organization. Notwithstanding 
the long drawn-out anticompact liti- 
gation and the court’s intended clear 
decision, aided by good insurance law- 





yers and the able attorney-general, 
there is considerable cloudiness about 
the exact status of i insurance affairs in 
Indiana and none to say just what may 
be and may not be done by those who 
desire to have some kind of organiza- 
tion. Everybody knows that there 
must be no attempt at making uniform 
rates and the inference is generally 
drawn that uniform action in anything 
that would be of consequence to insur- 
ance companies would be ultra vires, 
or something of that kind.

TURNING TO CASUALTY LINES 








Live Agents of Fox River Valley Try 
to Make Up Losses From 
Sprinklers 





Sprinkler systems, assisted by out- 
side and mutual competition, are get- 
ting in their work on the premium ac- 
counts of the agents at Oshkosh, Wis., 
just as they have in the past done at 
Appleton, Neenah, Menasha and other 
Fox River valley towns. According 
to fire tax receipts the Oshkosh agents 
received between $34,000 and $35,000 
less in premiums in 1910 than in 1909. 

Some time ago the paper mills in 
the territory put in sprinklers and 
many other manufacturers followed 
suit. Now the big woodworking risks 
at Oshkosh are installing this form of 
protection and though agents are work- 
ing hard and writing far more busi- 
ness than formerly the income is drop- 
ping off. 

At Oshkosh the Paine Lumber Com- 
pany, the largest manufacturer of doors 
in the world, has improved its fire pro- 
tection and received a lower rate. The 
MacMillen Company, also door manu- 
facturers, has a new brick factory with 
sprinklers. The Gould Manufacturing 
Company, also woodworkers, has sprin- 
klered and is placing considerable of 
its line outside of town. The J. L. 
Clark Carriage Company, a frame 
plant, has a 35-cent rate compared to 
a former figure around 3 per cent. The 
Radford Company, sash and doors, 
and the Schram furniture factory are 
said to be figuring on sprinkler sys- 
tems. 

The Hardwood Products Company 
has a new plant at Neenah fully 
equipped with sprinklers. At Menasha 
the George Banta Printing Company 
is building a two-story plant and will 
sprinkle. The Lakeside Paper Com- 
pany, which will build there this sum- 
mer, will do likewise. 

These changes are not cheering to 
agents, even though the improvements 
are doing much to reduce “our annual 
ash pile.” However, rent, use and 
occupancy and sprinkler leakage insur- 
ance and the rapidly growing casualty 
business are receiving attention from 
the live agencies and thus are some of 
the deficits being made up. Many are 
looking forward to the passage of the 
workmen’s compensation laws and are 
preparing themselves for the vast field 
that they expect will then be opened 
up for the liability companies. 


Watching Bell Bill 

Wisconsin fire insurance men are 
watching with interest the progress of 
the Bell measure in the state legisla- 
ture, which gives the insurance com- 
missioner the power to make an _ in- 
vestigation of underwriters’ associations 
in the state. According to the terms 
of the bill, the investigation is to be 
made during the legislative interim and 
the report made to the next legislature 
The Milwaukee board, the largest and 
most important organization of its kind 
in the state, is not worried about the 
Passage of the bill, and has made no 
effort to combat it before the legisla- 
ture. Officers oi the Milwaukee board 
Say that they would welcome an inves- 
tigation. Arguments have been made 
before the legislature by certain inter- 
ests that the underwriters’ organiza- 
tions are responsible for material in- 
creases in rates charged over those 
which are fixed by the companies car- 
tying the hazards. Allegations have 
been made before the legislature that 
the Milwaukee board rates are consid- 
erably in excess of the advisory rates.

H. Holt of the Policyholders’ Union of 
Chicago, came to Milwaukee last 
week for a conference with the busi- 
ness men of the city. The ground was 
gone over carefully and Mr. Seeley 
expressed the opinion that rates in Mil- 
waukee, as elsewhere, are far too high 
as compared with rates in force in cities 
of similar size. 


Hamlin Wins the Suit 

F. C. Hamlin, who was the agent of 
the Standard Fire of Iowa, later rein- 
sured in the Central National of Chi- 
cago, at East St. Louis, has won the 
case brought against him by the com- 
pany. A policy was written on a gar- 
age which the company claimed it or- 
dered cancelled. It paid the loss, $585, 
and then brought suit against Mr. Ham- 
lin for $750, declaring he had disobeyed 
instructions. The jury, however, de- 
cided in his favor. 





Hansen Bill Introduced 


Representative Carl Hansen, the 
Manitowoc local agent, has introduced 
the following bill in the Wisconsin 
House: 


To repeal sections 4399 to 4402 in- 
clusive, of the statutes, and to create 
section 4402 of the statutes, relating to 
the burning of buildings and the de- 
struction of property by the use of ex- 
plosives. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, 
represented in senate and assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. Sections 4399 to- 4402 in- 
clusive, of the statutes, are repealed. 

Section 2. There is added to the 
statutes a new section to read: Section 
4402. Any person who shall wilfully and 
maliciously burn either in the night time 
or day time any building whatsoever of 
another or of which he is lessee or 
tenant or who shall destroy or attempt 
to destroy any such building or property 
by the use of powder, dynamite or other 
dangerously explosive substance, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison for life upon conviction thereof. 

Section 3. All acts and parts of acts 
conflicting with any provisions of this 
act are repealed in so far as they are 
inconsistent therewith. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its 
passage and publication. 





High Broom Corn Loss Ratio 

The recent big broom corn fire at 
Charleston, IIl., caused about 1,000 tons 
of broom corn to be destroyed. This 
runs up the loss ratio on this product 
to a very high point. Some of the 
companies that have been endeavoring 
to overcome the bad experience of the 
past, have given up and a few of them 
have decided to keep hands off.

IOWA AND THE NORTHWEST 


BILL HANGS IN THE BALANCE 








Iowa Antidiscrimination Measure 
Comes Up Today — Opposition 
Strong, but Mutuals Support It 


The proposed law to prevent dis- 
crimination and rebating on the part 
of fire insurance men in Iowa is hang- 
ing in the balance. The measure was 
before the house of representatives 
Friday and provoked such a storm that 
it was put over until Thursday of this 
week. Just what will happen is con- 
jecture, but friends of the bill, which 
is backed by Auditor Bleakly, have 
hopes of saving it. It is generally con- 
ceded that if the measure gets past 
the house of representatives it will win 
in the senate. It is not the antidis- 
crimination section that stirs up the 
tempest, but the clause providing that 
all rate books shall be filed with Audi- 
tor Bleakly, in effect repealing the 
Blanchard anticompact law, so ene- 
mies of the bill assert. 

When the bill came up for passage in 
the house the first time, things were so 
threatening that it was put over a cou- 
ple of days. When it was called up 
the second time Representative Cun- 
ningham of Buena Vista county got 
up and took a vicious swipe at it. 

The mutual companies have come to 
the aid of the measure and are bring- 
ing pressure to bear. The mutuals 
figure that the biil will destroy compe- 
tition among the old line companies. 
Hence, they figure, people will turn 
to the mutuals in order to secure com- 
petition with the old line companies. 
Result, benefit for the mutuals. 

Representative Leach has introduced 
a bill prohibiting fraudulent representa- 
tions in securing hail insurance poli- 
cies and providing that policies secured 
through fraud or misrepresentation 
may be cancelled. If ten policyholder 
make charges of fraud or misrepresen- 
tation against an agent he must be 
discharged. The bill further provides 
that suits brought to collect assess- 
ments must be brought in the county 
in which the insured lives, that the 
associations must have deposits in 
every county and that itemized state- 
ments must accompany each notice 
of assessment. 


Farmer Members Hit “Trust” 


“That which appears to have been the 
last good sized fight over insurance 
legislation at the present session of 
the Nebraska legislature occurred the 
past week when house roll 403, a bill 
“te prevent discrimination in fire in- 
surance rates,” was finally laid away 
after lively arguments about it lasted 
two days. The final vote against it 
was 54 to 41, in the house. 

Some of the old insurance com- 
panies from other states came to the 
conclusion that some of the home com- 
panies that had gotten business at 
ruinous rates were trying to invoke the 
aid of the legislature to enable them to 
rewrite it at increased rates, and so 
fought the measure. 

But the farmer members of the house 
arose en masse and declared that it 
should be labelled “a bill to prevent 
competition,” hinted darkly about in- 
surance trusts invoking the aid of law 
to protect them in their nefarious de- 
signs, and accordingly voted to kill it.

Question of State Insurance 

Missouri has had another object les- 
son in the value of insurance on state 
property. Some time ago, and while 
the legislature was in session, the state 
capitol was burned, with a large prop- 
erty loss and no insurance. Now one 
of the state university buildings at 
Columbia has burned, with a loss of 
$75,000 and insurance of $5,000. These 
fires are an answer to the arguments 
against insurance based on the theory 
that state buildings do not burn. 

Nevertheless, the managers of the 
Fulton state hospital, acting under the 
orders of Governor Hadley, have just 
dropped $130,000 insurance on the hos- 
pital property. 


Salvage Corps Election 


At its annual membership meeting, 
the Underwriters’ Salvage Corps of St. 
Louis, elected James H. Walker, of the 
firm of Capen & Co., a member of the 
executive committee, to succeed Charles 
L. Crane, whose term expired. The 
term is for five years. Mr. Crane is 
president of the committee and his 
successor will be elected at the an- 
nual organization meeting on April 15. 


Loss Ratio in Oklahoma 

Figures compiled by Commissioner 
Ballard of Oklahoma show that the loss 
ratio in that state last year was about 
60 percent. In 1909 the ratio was 62.38 
percent. 

The total premiums collected by the 
eighty-four stock fire companies in Ok- 
lahoma last year were $3,255,307; total 
losses paid, $1,845,186 and total losses 
incurred, $1,979,816. In addition, there 
were six Oklahoma mutual companies, 
with $256,612 premiums received, $86,508 
losses paid and $89,446 losses incurred, 
and two mutual hail companies, which 
collected $100,155 in premiums, incurred 
losses amounting to $8,527.27 and paid 
same amount. 


Farm General Agent

The promoters of the Central Union 
Fire of Kansas City report the organ- 
ization is progressing favorably. They 
hope to be ready for business by May 1 
or very soon thereafter. 

Official announcement is made by 
Thomas K. Binnie, president of the Wash- 
ington State Underwriters’ Association 
and head of the Underwriters’ Association 
of Spokane, that a reduction of 33 1-3 
percent in rates on all brick office and 
mercantile buildings in all parts of the 
state has become effective and that the 
new rate may be applied to all business 
written since Jan. 16, 1911. Buildings 
used for manufacturing purposes are not 
included in the foregoing. 


Commisisoner Ballard of Oklahoma has 
announced that hereafter mutual com- 
panies cannot write hail insurance on 
crops unless there are incorporated under 
the Gilmer hail law, passed in 1909. The 
only company affected by this ruling is 
the Union Mutual of Enid, and Commis- 
sioner Ballard has revoked its license to 
write hail insurance on crops. 





KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


WANT MEETING IN THE SOUTH 








Local Agents Hope to Secure Na- 
tional Convention for Atlanta 
in 1912 


Following the mid-year conference 
of the National Local Agents’ Associa- 
tion at Louisville, a strong sentiment 
has developed among southern agents 
for securing the national convention 
for Atlanta in 1912. President Harris 
of the Georgia association, and Ruther- 
ford Lipscomb of Atlanta, a member 
of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional association, are interesting other 
southern state associations in the 
movement. The Florida association, at 
its annual meeting, adopted a resolu- 
tion favoring Atlanta for 1912. 

An effort was made by Mr. Martin 
this year to arrange for a trip by the 
national officers through the south, but 
owing to the conflicting dates of the 
state meetings this effort has been 
abandoned. To remedy the situation, 
it is now proposed to have the south- 
ern associations change their constitu- 
tions to permit the dates for state meet- 
ings to be arranged at or about the 
same time, so that in 1912 arrangements 
can be made for a trip by the national 
officers through southern territory prior 
to the convention which it is hoped 
will occur at Atlanta. 


Meeting at Shelbyville 

Good attendance marked the meet- 
ing of the Kentucky Fire Prevention 
Association, which met Wednesday at 
Shelbyville. Following the inspection 
of the individual risks, and a meeting 
of the association proper, a session 
which was open to the public was held. 
This was attended by citizens and city 
officials, and the latter showed a dis- 
position to co-operate in reducing the 
fire hazard. 

Shelbyville has recently made numer- 
ous improvements, including the pur- 
chase of an automobile fire engine and 
adopting plans for an electrical alarm 
system. 


Automobile Situation at Louisville 


There is again talk of organizing an 
automobile board at Louisville. Broker- 
age of 15 percent is being paid, and the 
agents, who get only 20 percent, claim 
the margin is not enough to pay for 
handling the business. It is also feared 
that the brokerage system will dis- 
turb the present agency system in the 
fire insurance business. 


Paducah, Ky., Board Dissolves 

The Paducah, Ky., board has dis- 
solved its organization. There has 
been considerable friction there for a 
long time owing to efforts to disci- 
pline the agency of Hummel Brothers 
on matters not covered by the rules. 
The break came from certain agents 
allowing credits for coinsurance on 
loose leaf tobacco warehouses. The 
schedule having been framed before 
such warehouses were known, there 
is no provision for such credits and 
the rating bureau has taken ground that 
they should not be allowed. Many com- 
panies are in favor of the credits and 
their agents have tried to apply them. 


Important Decision Given 

The purpose of the description of a 
building in a fire insurance policy is 
simply to identify in a general way the 
building should it become injured. Be- 
cause the description fails specifically 
to include any particular portion of the 
building is no reason why that por- 
tion should be excluded from the oper- 
ation of the policy. The court of ap- 
peals of Kentucky this week laid down 
this rule in the case of the Prussian 
National against John B. Terrell, who 
had a policy in the company on his 
livery stable. When the building was 
damaged by fire the company denied 
liability on the ground that the fire or- 
iginated in a portion of the building

IMPROVE LARNED PROTECTION 


New Equipment for Department and 
New Mains and Hydrants 
for Streets 








The new chemical wagon for the 
Larned, Kan., fire department arrived, 
and quarters have been fixed up for 
it at the city hall, and also stalls have 
been built for the team which is to 
haul the new fire apparatus. 

The wagon is the most modern of 
its kind. Similar ones are used in 
Hutchinson and Pratt, Kan. With the 
new wagon, the firemen are fully 
equipped for any fire, as all apparatus 
is carried now on the wagon. 

The city now has four stations where fire 
fighting apparatus is kept. The chem- 
ical wagon No. 1 is at the city hall; 
No. 2 hose cart is at the Lindas lum- 
ber yard on Seventh street; No. 3 hose 
cart at the Sunderland barn on West 
Eighth street; No. 4 hose cart and No. 
1 hook and ladder truck at the Frizell 
garage on East Fifth street. This ar- 
rangement with the new wagon has 
increased the effectiveness of the Lar- 
ned fire department 100 percent. The 
city’s volunteer fire department is com- 
posed of twelve men, besides the chief. 
During the past year over one mile 
of water mains has been laid in vari- 
ous parts of the city, and a number 
of new fire hydrants have been in- 
stalled, thus adding to the efficiency 
of the municipal water plant. 


Conditions at Hillsboro, Wis. 


An inspector who recently made a 
visit to Hillsboro, Wis., makes the fol- 
lowing report to the Wisconsin Fire 
Prevention Association: 


Fire protection deficient. Fire pump in 
frame creamery; boiler stack too close to 
wood. Steam not kept up at all times. 
Elevated tank gives only two pounds 
pressure, so steam should be kept up at 
all times or tank should be located on 
hill high enough to give adequate pres- 
sure for fire purposes. Water mains are 
four and two inch. 








Plans at Indianapolis 

It is expected the fire in the loft of 
a building in New York, where 145 
lives of factory workers were lost, will 
have a hurrying effect in Indianapolis 
in the plans for improving the fire de- 
partment and reducing hazards, and in 
making - more drastic building ordi- 
nances. Plans have been developing 
for a year or more, but definite action 
has been slow. The city did get as 
far as issuing $200,000 in bonds for fire 
fighting purposes, but the interest rate 
was too low to attract bids and af- 
fairs dropped into inaction again. Now 
the council will meet next Monday to 
authorize another issue of the same 
amount at a higher interest rate. The 
president of the council is also going 
to order a thorough investigation of 
the telegraph and felephone pole ob- 
struction and their interfering wires. 
It is said that notwithstanding there is 
an ordinance forbidding the erection of 


stand about 1,000 poles in the way of 


firemen. Many of these, the public 
service corporations declare, are neces- 
sary in order to carry the wires from 
the conduits to the buildings, but now 
it is proposed to see if they are. The 
storing of inflammable material and 
liquids will also be rigidly looked into. 
There is going to be a thorough clean- 
ing up, the city authorities say, and 
any firetraps, such as the one in New 
York, will not be overlooked. 


TO MANUFACTURE NEW ENGINE 








Chemicals of Large Capacity to Be 
Made By St. Louis Company 
Under Hansen Patents 





The Hansen Continuous Chemical 
Fire Apparatus Company has been in- 
corporated by St. Louis people to man- 
ufacture a chemical fire engine in- 
vented by Edward M. E. Hansen, who 
has been superintendent for the Rob- 
inson Fire Apparatus Company of St. 
Louis. It has a capital stock of $50,- 
000, fully paid, the principal asset being 
the patents. Dr. William F. Runde is to 
be president, Mr. Hansen vice-president 
and L. A. Ragan, secretary. The con- 
cern is now in the stock selling stage. 

One or two of the engines are being 
built. The charging apparatus is 
mounted on an automobile after the 
manner of an automobile fire engine, 
and the engine which drives the car 
supplies motive power for the pump. 
The chemicals used for impregnating 
the water are similar to those used in 
the ordinary type of extinguisher. It 











is claimed for the engine that it will 
charge water as fast as the engine can 
pump it. Several sizes of engines are 
to be built, the “mogul” type having a 
capacity as large as the standard fire 
steamer. 





Evansville’s Fire Protection 
There is a serious conflagration haz- 
ard at Evansville, Ind., according to the 
engineers of the National Board, be- 
cause of the poor construction of build- 
ings in the congested value district and 
the weaknesses of the city’s fire-fight- 

ing facilities. The engineers say: 


The congested value district is weak 
from a conflagration standpoint; nearly 
all the construction is joisted brick, gen- 
erally with light and poorly parapeted 
walls, and with no protection to floor or 
roof openings. The district is mostly 
compactly built, and is crossed by many 
narrow alleys, the walls bordering which 
are filled with unprotected windows. 
There are many large or excessive areas, 
and a number of frame rear walls and 
cast-iron fronts. Streets are only fairly 
wide. The fire department is weak and is 
handicapped by an insufficient supply of 
water, an unreliable fire alarm system and 
serious overhead wire obstructions in the 
narrow alleys. The resulting conflagra- 
tion hazard is high. The manufacturing 
plants are isolated or in small groups; 
the more important ones are sprinkled or 
have other private fire protection, but in 
spots serious group fires may occur. In 
the minor mercantile and in some of the 
residential districts there is danger of a 
conflagration because of the compactly 
grouped, shingle-roofed frame buildings. 





Newport, Tenn., will vote April 7 on 
a bond issue for the improvement of the 
waterworks.

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THE NEW YORK DECISION 

Tue decision of the New York court 
of appeals declaring unconstitutional 
the compulsory workmen’s compensa- 
tion law of that state is likely to exert 
an influence for conservatism among 
the lawmakers of other states. Had 
the decision hinged on the classifica- 
tion of industries into hazardous and 
nonhazardous, the result might be dif- 
ferent; but the court declares the law 
void as violating the provision of the 
Fourteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States that no man 
shall be deprived of his property with- 
out due process of law. 

Lawyers all over the country have 
held that this same provision was an 
insurmountable obstacle in the way of 
compulsory compensation legislation 
and the decision of the court adds 
weight to their opinion. Thoughtful 
men in other states will not so readily 
brush aside these weighty objections 
now as some have shown a tendency 
to do. The remark of the court that 
most of these proposed American com- 
pensation measures are copied from 
European countries without written 
constitutional limitations on the powers 
of the legislative body is also worthy 
of thoughtful consideration. 

Workmen’s compensation along rea- 
sonable lines is a thing to be desired 
if it can be had constitutionally. It is 
a very dangerous thing if its constitu- 
tionality is in doubt. If the New York 
law had been in effect seven years in- 
stead of seven months before it was 
finally passed upon, the liability rest- 
ing upon employers for accidents dur- 
ing that period, for which the injured 
workmen would have received compen- 
sation, would have been almost stag- 
gering. 

Whether we shall get any compensa- 
tion law that will stand the scrutiny of 
the courts remains a question. There 
is no question about the tangible re- 
sults of the agitation for compensation. 
It has resulted in convincing a large 
part of the public that the injured 
workman, unless the injury was clearly 
his own fault, ought to be paid some- 
thing. Where this belief takes form 
in legislation, it results in abrogation 
of the employers’ common law de- 
fenses. Where it does not, it will be 
reflected in the attitude of juries and 
courts. Whether we get compensation 
laws or not, employers in future will 
liave to pay more for the injuries their 
employes suffer in their service. 

The casualty companies have wisely 
refrained from taking any active part 
for or against compensation measures 





or changes in the liability laws. They 
have acted on the principle that they 
are distributers of whatever burden the 
law imposes, be it great or small. They 
have, however, taken the lead in the 
reduction of the burden, not by lobby- 
ing, but in the much more practical 
and humanitarian way of reducing the 
accidents. This is the way to relieve 
the employers if their burden becomes 
too great. And the relief granted to 
the employers in this manner will be 
multiplied to the employes and their 
families. What is needed is not so 
much compensation for accidents as 
prevention of accidents. If the laws 
and the courts knock out from under 
the employers the defenses on which they 
have depended and show them that an 


accident is a very expensive thing, there | 


will be fewer accidents.

It is 
this fraternity in the insurance busi- 
ness that gives it a personal charm. 
Kemp & BATCHELDER maintain an office 
that is a credit to the west and it is 
fitting that their associates in the busi- 
ness would stand by the firm in a 
crisis, 

It is a matter of regret that a mid- 
dlesized American company of the 
RocHESTER GERMAN’S reputation should 
be obliged to retire, as it seems likely 
it will do, as the plan is to merge it 
with the GerMAN AMERICAN. No one 
blames the GERMAN AMERICAN for taking 
a good business proposition that is put 
up to it. The regret is expressed that 
conditions came about that caused any 
offer to be made for its control. The 
RocHESTER GERMAN has not had a 
strong home office management but it 
has a foundation for a prosperous com- 
pany. It has always borne a good 
reputation. It met its San Francisco 
claims without a whimper and the com- 
pany is a useful factor in the company 
community.

There is no valid reason why 
these three reports should not be in 
the hands of the public by June 1 at 
the latest.

Promoters of New World Life Will 
Have Offices in Philadelphia and 
Kansas City 





The promoters of the New World 
Life of Spokane, the Roman Catholic 
institution which is to have $2,000,000 
capital and $2,000,000 surplus, announce 
that. the company will be writing in- 
surance in the state of Washington in 
about thirty days. Other states will 
be entered as rapidly as the company

For several days Philip Harding and 
Benton Maret, two of the promoters, 
have been in conference with John E. 
Finney in Chicago, a third member of 
the four who have the stock selling in 
charge, and have entirely revised the 
field plans. John B. Powers will re- 
main in charge at Spokane, handling 
the coast and other far western states. 
Mr. Finney will continue in charge of 
the central department at Chicago. An 
eastern department will be opened with 
headquarters at Philadelphia and a 
middle west states department at Kan- 
sas City, in charge of Mr. Maret. 

Finney on the Move 

Mr. Finney, who recently has moved 
his office from the Commercial Na- 
tional bank building to 424 McCormick 
buildin Chicago, reports that the sale 
of dook is very rapid and is increasing 
all the time. The clergy are giving 
the proposition a favorable reception, 
and this aids materially in disposing of 
stock. As many of the states do not 
permit the solicitation of applications 
for insurance in connection with stock 
selling, no formal applications for in- 
surance are taken, but the promoters 
have informal promises to take insur- 
ance to the extent of several million 
dollars. Mr. Finney says it may be a

Bill in Illinois Legislature to Provide 
for Return of Money 





Representative Frank G. Smith of 
Cook County, has introduced a meas- 
ure providing for the refund of taxes 
paid the state of Illinois during the 
years 1902, 1903 and 1904 by the life 
companies of New York doing business 
in Illinois during the years referred to. 

New York in 1901 passed a law levy- 
ing a tax of 1 per cent of all premiums 
collected in that state by life com- 
panies operating therein. Under the 
provisions of the reciprocal law of 
Illinois that state collected from the 
New York companies operating in IIli- 
nois the same rate of tax, 1 per cent, 
on premiums collected in Illinois. This 
law was subsequently annulled by the 
court of appeals of New York, so far 
as it applied to premiums collected on 
policies written prior to the passage 
of the act. The New York companies 
had, however, in the meantime paid 
taxes to Illinois for the years men- 
tioned, without protest, and inasmuch 
as the supreme court of Illinois has 
held that taxes paid without protest 
cannot be refunded, an act of the legis- 
lature is necessary.

WARNING TO POLICYHOLDERS GIVEN 








I am informed that the representa- 
tives of a company of another state, 
called abstracters or auditors of life 
insurance contracts, have entered 
Georgia for business. In some of the 
states this business is prohibited by 
law, and in others is considered so 
reprehensive by insurance commission- 
ers that they have warned the public 
against it. 

Under the laws of all the states level 
premium life insurance companies are 
required to set aside a certain part of 
each premium as a reserve on the pol- 
icy. These reserves increase year by 
year, and are in the nature of a trust 
fund, rendering the policy more valu- 
able. If this were not the case the 
annual premiums would necessarily 
have to be increased year by year in 
order to meet the increased liability 
by virtue of increased age of the pol- 
icyholder. The methods employed by 
these people are very seductive and 
misleading, and may involve great loss 
to the policyholder who is induced to 
change the form of his policy or to 
switch it to some other company. I 
might add that the people conducting 
this business require a policyholder to 


pay them a liberal fee for the so-called 
services rendered, which is payable 
whether they avail themselves of the 
information or not. They are, there- 
fore, not engaged in a philanthropic 
work, but are here for what is in it to 
them without regard to the interest of 
the policyholder, which fact should re- 
quire the closest scrutiny of their 
methods. 

In view of the fact that I am not 
given authority to prohibit this busi- 
ness in Georgia, in order to protect the 
public I feel constrained to warn all 
policyholders in the class of compa- 
nies referred to, that itis essential that 
they investigate very thoroughly the 
so-called analyses of their policies be- 
fore they entertain for a moment the 
proposition to either change their pol- 
icies or surrender them to take insur- 
ance in some other company with pre- 
miums payable based upon the ad- 
vanced age of the policyholder, the 
agents of which it is possible might be 
in league with these people, and thus 
practice a fraud upon the policyholders.

NEW YORK LAW IS VOID 


LEGISLATURE WENT TOO FAR 





Compensation Act Held Unconstitu- 
tional as Taking Property With- 
out Due Process of Law 





(From a Staff Correspondent) 

New York, March 27.—As a result 
of the compulsory workmen’s compen- 
sation law being declared unconstitu- 
tional by the New York court of ap- 
peals, the companies writing employers 
liability insurance, at a meeting held 
on Friday of last week, decided to make 
a readjustment of rates so that 50 per- 
cent of the present compensation pre- 
mium added to the regular employers 
liability premium will be charged for 
policies covering the extra- hazardous 
operations covered in the law. This 
makes a net reduction in premium to 
the policyholder for the total premium 
paid as the companies are —s the 
chance of having the New York decis- 
ion upset by the federal courts, to 
which it is believed an appeal will be 
taken. 

As to the application of the modified 
rates which the companies have decided 
on following the decision on the law, 
it will be seen that if the premium on 
a certain building operation was $4, 
and $2 additional was made for the 
compensation hazard, under the new 
schedule the compensation premium 
would be cut in two and $1 added to 
the employers liability premium. In 
this way the companies are taking the 
chance that the law may be held con- 
stitutional after all and the policy- 
holders are being given the benefit of 
the doubt as to whether such will be 
the case. 

Damage Suits Growing 

As a matter of fact, whatever the ulti- 
mate decision may be on the law, it 
must be remembered that the present 
agitation all over the country in favor 
of having every trade pay the cost of 
its unavoidable accidents, has had a 
marked effect. While it is stated that 
labor interests have advised those of 
their members who have been injured 
in their respective callings not to ac- 
cept compensation but to seek redress 
through the courts. The passage of 
this law opened the eyes of the work- 
ing man to the possibilities of the situ- 
ation so that when he is injured the 
first thing he thinks of is suing his 
employer. 

Suits have increased materially and 
have demonstrated the need of insur- 
ance protection, but it is a question 
of dollars and cents and the extra pre- 
mium for the compensation feature has 
seemed prohibitive. By reducing the 

rates it will be seen that the compa- 
nies are likely to secure some busi- 
ness which they never had before. 
History of Case 

The case at issue was that of Earl 
Ives, a switchman, against the South 
Buffalo Crosstown Railway Company. 
Ives was injured while at work, and 
brought an action for damages, alleging 
in his complaint that he had been in- 
jured solely by reason of a necessary 
tisk or danger of his employment. The 
company admitted the facts, but alleged 
that the statute under which the action 
was brought was unconstitutional. The 
special term was upheld by the appel- 
late division, but by a divided court. 

he decision of the court of appeals 

Was unanimous. 

Held Unconstitutional 

The constitutional questions which 
are involved in the decision are dis- 
cussed at length, the decisions which 
bear upon them are analyzed, and the 
court concludes that the statute is void 
i so far as it imposes upon the em- 
Ployer a liability when he violated no 
Statute, has broken no contract and 


vision of the statute imposing a liability 
under such conditions is characterized 
“as a taking of property without due 
process of law not permitted by our 
federal and state constitutions and not 
justifiable under the police power of 
this state.” . 
_ Judge Werner, who wrote the opin- 
ion, describes the present system of 
paying damages to injured employes as 
“uncertain, unscientific and wasteful,” a 
system which “fosters a spirit of antag- 
onism between employer and employe, 
which it is to the interests of the state 
to remove.” . 
While the sentiment of the court ap- 
pears friendly to the principle of work- 
men’s compensation, for which there is 
a strong popular appeal, the court says 
in part: 
We have already admitted the strength 
of this appeal to a recognized and widely 
prevalent sentiment, but we think it is 
an appeal that must be made to the people 
and not to the courts. 

Must Follow the Law 
The right of property rests not upon 
philosophical or scientific speculations nor 
upon the commendable impulses of be- 
nevolence or charity, nor yet upon the dic- 
tates of natural justice. The right has 
its foundation in the fundamental law. 
That can be changed by the people but not 
by legislatures. In a government like 
ours theories of public good or necessity 
are often so piausible or sound as to com- 
mand popular approval, but courts are not 
permitted to forget that the law is the 
only chart by which this ship of state is 
to be guided. Law as used in this sense 
means the basic law and not the very 
act of legislation which deprives the citi- 
zen of his rights, privileges or property. 
Any other view would lead to the ab- 
surdity that the constitutions protect 
only those rights which the legislatures do 
not take away. If such economic and so- 
ciological arguments as are here advanced 
in support of this statute can be allowed 
to subvert the fundamental idea of prop- 
erty, then there is no private right entire- 
ly safe, because there is no limitation 
upon the absolute discussion of legislation 
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and the guarantees of the constitution are 
a mere waste of words. If it is com- 
petent to impose upon an employer, who 
has omitted no legal duty and has com- 
mitted no wrong, a liability based solely 
upon a legislative fiat that his business 
is inherently dangerous, it is equally com- 
petent to visit upon him a special tax for 
the support of hospitals and other chari- 
table institutions, upon the theory that 
they are devoted largely to the alleviation 
of ills primarily due to this business. 


Ohio Measure Different 


Columbus, O., March 29—(Special) | 


—The decision of the New York court 
of appeals, Friday, that the workmen’s 
compensation law of that state was 
unconstitutional, took some of the ad- 
vocates of similar legislation in Ohio 
by surprise, but they believe the Green 
bill, which has passed the senate and 
is now in the house committee of in- 
surance, is so drawn as to forestall the 
objections of the reviewing tribunal to 
the New York law. Supporters of the 
Green bill pointed out that it makes the 
acceptance of its provisions by employ- 
ers optional, and reserves to injured 
employes or the heirs of those who are 
killed the right to sue if an award is 
unsatisfactory. 


Amendments to Wisconsin Bill 
The Wisconsin industrial insurance 


bill has finally been reported to the 
senate by the special committee which 
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has had the matter in charge for so 
many months. 

While the main text of the measure 
is the same as originally drawn, the 
committee has prepared eighteen 
amendments. The committee restored 
the two abrogated defenses to employ- 
ers when any employe refuses to elect 
to come under the act after his em- 
ployer elects to adopt it. The defense 
of negligence of fellow servants is not 
taken from an employer of less than 
four persons. An employe of a con- 
tractor on public work not to be con- 
sidered an employe of the state or 
municipality for which work is done. 
Nonresident aliens are to be considered 
dependents. A claim for compensa- 
tion under the act shall be entitled to 
preference over other debts of the 
employer, except in cases of lien or 
judgment entered. 

The measure is to go into effect on 
July 1, 1911. Providing it becomes a 
law, it is understood that a friendly 
suit will be brought in order to get 
the supreme court to decide upon its 
constitutionality as soon as possible. 
Unlike the New York act, declared un- 
constitutional last week, the Wiscon- 
sin bill is not compulsory, but is en- 
tirely optional, and this encourages its 
supporters to feel that the measure 
will be upheld. 


Supports Illinois Measure 

Speaker Adkins of the Illinois house 
of representatives has appealed to the 
downstate newspapers to support the 
optional compensation measure before 
the legislature. He looks upon it as 
more desirable than certain liability 
measures now under consideration. In 
brief, it fixes a scale of compensation. 
If the employe refuses compensation 
and sues the employer has all his pres- 
ert defenses. If the employer refuses 
to grant compensation and compels the 
injured employe to sue for damages 
the employer loses the defenses of as- 
sumed risk and fellow servant and the 
contributory negligence defense is 
modified. 





St. Louis Changes 

The Fidelity & Deposit Company 
last week established a branch office 
in St. Louis and appointed a branch 
manager to replace the general agency 
of Humphrey & Bates, both members 
of which firm are officers of the new 
Equitable Surety. The new manager 
is Paul Rutherford of Baltimore, who 
was tnanager of the American Surety 
company in that city. He has taken 
the old quarters of Humphrey & Bates 
in the new Bank of Commerce build- 
ing. The branch office has as terri- 
tory three-fourths of Missouri and the 
south half of Illinois, the same as was 
covered by the general agency. 

F. B. Holdridge, of Chicago, dis- 
trict manager of the American Surety, 
has taken charge of the St. Louis office 
of that company as manager and will 
remain in the St. Louis post until a 
manager is appointed to succeed Frank 
Mead, who went with the Equitable as 
a vice president. 





Corrects the Report 
The Journal of Commerce of New 
York sprung a story Saturday to the 
effect that C. H. Boyer, manager of the 
industrial accident and health depart- 
ment of the General Accident in this 
country, had in addition been given 
charge of the liability and workmen’s 
compensation department, leaving Uni- 
ted States Manager F. J. Moore in 
charge of the commercial accident, 
automobile and burglary. F. Norie- 
Miller, general manager from the home 
office, who is in this country, states 
that the story is false as the company 
has made no change and does not in- 
tend to. He further declares the com- 
pany is entirely satisfied with -Mr. 

Moore and his management.

MANY SUITS MAY FOLLOW 
QUESTION OF LIABILITY UP 





Belief That Employers Can Be Made 
to Pay for Injuries and Deaths 
in Holocaust 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent) 

New York, March 28—Liability un- 
derwriters here think they foresee a 
large number of suits against the Tri- 
angle Shirtwaist Company, in whose 
plant there occurred the fire which cost 
the lives of 145 of their employes on 
Saturday last. Suits of this kind have 
never been brought before according 
to the best recollection of the under- 
writers here, but it is thought the 
amendment to the employers’ liability 
law passed last fall—irrespective of the 
compulsory compensation feature 
which has just been declared uncon- 
stitutional—would make possible good 
cases against the owners of the plant 
on the ground that negligence had been 
shown in safeguarding the lives of the 
workers against accident and death. 

Suits of this nature would open up 
an entirely new field for employers lia- 
bility companies to operate in, as the 
time has passed when civic authorities 
looked upon death by fire as a result 
of the hand of Providence. Those con- 
versant with the new order of things 
have privately expressed the opinion 
that suits alleging negligence might be 
prought against the proprietors of the 
place which would cost thousands of 
dollars to be paid to the survivors 
who have been permanently or tem- 
porarily injured and to the relatives of 
those who succumbed to the conflagra- 
tion. 


Building Owner May be Liable 


If it was shown in court that the 
owner of the building in question was 
negligent in providing proper exits and 
elevator service and that the fire es- 
cape was inadequate, it is possible that 
the owner would be made a codefend- 
ant or else the shirtwaist manufacturers 
might pay the injured employes and 
turn around and collect from the owner 
of the building. 

The instituting of such suits will 
probably depend a good deal on the 
evidence disclosed at the coroner’s in- 
quest and as a result of the indepen- 
dent investigations which are already 
being made by the district attorney’s 
office and the various city and state of- 
fices which are involved in the respon- 
sibility for such hazardous conditions. 

One underwriter who was questioned 
on the matter said he would not be 
surprised to see a bill introduced in 
the legislature along these lines which 
would give the distinct right to re- 
cover to all persons who were injured 
by fires in a manufacturing plant, the 
idea being that such a risk as fire is 
a legitimate charge against a trade. 





Detroit Conference Date Changed 

The time of the meeting of the De- 
troit conference at Niagara Falls has 
been changed. Instead of July 12-15, 
the meeting will be held Aug. 16-19. 
It is expected the conference member- 
ship will reach eighty by the time of 
the meeting. 





To Organize Badger Casualty 

Articles of incorporation for the 
Badger Casualty Company, of Green 
Bay, Wis., will be filed at the state 
capital this week. J. J. Helby, secre- 
tary of the Badger Protection Associa- 
tion, a mutual accident and health or- 
ganization, is the moving spirit in the 
new company, and plans to have a 
$100,000 corporation with a substantial 
surplus. As a stockholder he is giving 
his services gratis and is holding the 
expense of promotion down to a mini- 
mum. The company will probably en- 
ter Minnesota and Illinois shortly after 
it secures its Wisconsin license.

Equitable Surety of St. Louis Will Be 
Doing Business Soon—Branch 
Office for Chicago 





The Equitable Surety of St. Louis 
got its charter this week. It will get 
its Missouri license within a few days 
and within sixty days will enter every 
state in the Union except Idaho, New 
Jersey, Utah, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Montana, Oklahoma, New Mexico and 
Arizona. It will establish branch 
offices under salaried managers at 
New York, Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco. Agents in the southwestern 
states will report direct to St. Louis; 
the rest of the field will be handled 
through general agents on commission. 
_ The executive staff of the company 
is now complete with the exception of 
one vice-president, who has been select- 
ed but is not yet announced. Harry 
Miles of Baltimore last week became 
vice-president in’ charge of judicial 
bonds and adjustments. He was for- 
merly head of the judicial department 
of the United Surety. N. A. McMil- 
lan, president of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Company, is to be a vice-presi- 
dent. The others are John L. Hum- 
phrey and Frank Mead. The company 
will make a deposit of $200,000 with 
the Missouri department. 

Receives Its First Application 


The company received its first appli- 
cation for a bond last week. It is for 
the Selden-Breck Construction Com- 
pany on a $229,000 contract to erect a 
building for the Young Women’s 
Christian Association in St. Louis. 

Reports circulated in St. Louis that 
the Equitable Surety would be an “in- 
surgent” in the surety and fidelity field 
were denied by officers of the com- 
pany. The reports emanated from 
rival agents who talked of rate cut- 
ting and a raid to be made on agents 
of other companies. Vice-President J. 
L. Humphrey said: 

You may quote me as saying that this 
company will conform to the approved 
practices of the business. We are not 
going into any cut throat game. The 
men on our board do not follow such 
tactics in the banking and other busi- 
nesses in which they are engaged and it 
is not likely they would do so in the 
surety business. Our competition will be 
such as merits respect. 

It is only a natural result that we 
should get some agents from other com- 
panies, especially in the territory tribu- 
tary to St. Louis. The advantages of 
being with an at-home company will 
appeal to many agents but that is a per- 
fectly legitimate development. 

Mr. Humphrey would not go so far 
as to say the company would join the 
Surety Association of America. It will 
subscribe to the Towner rates. 





Mutual Automobile Liability Company 

The Western Automobile Indemnity 
Association is a mutual liability com- 
pany, organized under a recent law of 
Kansas. Its headquarters are at Fort 
Scott, Kan. It will write automobile 
and property damage insurance up to 
half the usual limits of stock companies. 
The limit for personal injury acci- 
dents is $2,500 on one person or $5,000 
on one accident, and for property dam- 
age the limit is $500. It charges a 
membership fee, payable only once, and 
assessments are limited to $5 at a time, 
with an agreement that no member 
will be assessed within ninety days of 
the date of his application. Oscar Rice 
1S secretary and treasurer and will 
manage the business of the company.

MIDLAND’S ACCIDENT POLICY 





Chicago Company Puts Out New Con- 
tract Containing Features Not 
Ordinarily to Be Met With 


The Midland Casualty of Chicago has 
issued a new accident policy, which con- 
tains features not found in policies gen- 
erally. It places no limit on the time 
for which indemnity for total disability 
will be paid. The limit for partial dis- 
ability is twenty-eight weeks. Where 
disability extends beyond four weeks 
payment will be made every four weeks. 

If the policy is kept in force for five 
years without a claim being made, pre- 
miums thereafter will be reduced 5 per- 
cent a year, but such reductions shall 
not go farther than a total of 25 per- 
cent reduction. 

If the policy is kept in force ten years 
without a claim being made the assured 
is entitled to a paid-up death certificate 
for 4 percent of the principal sum, pay- 
able only for accidental death, and a 
certificate for_2 percent of the principal 
sum on the payment of each succeeding 
renewal, providing no claim has been 
made, but such certificates in the ag- 
gregate shall never amount to more 
than $200 per $1,000 principal sum. 

The policy pays double indemnity for 
death while riding in an automobile as 
passenger, owner or guest or while 
operating it otherwise than for hire or 
in a race or test in violation of law. 

The policy contains an arbitration 
clause. 


AMERICAN LIABILITY REPORT 











Indiana Examination Shows the Com- 
pany in Excellent Shape to Enter 
Ohio at Once 





The Indiana department has com- 
pleted its examination of the American 
Liability of Cincinnati and _ gives 
the company a clean bill of 
health. It shows ledger assets of 
$141,121 and gross assets of $142,- 
976. Deducting the items not ad- 
mitted which included $20,349 of old 
stockholders’ notes, the total admitted 
assets are $118,891. The liabilities are 
$1,095, making the surplus $17,795. The 
capital is $100,000. The company will 
now apply for admission to Ohio and 
it is expected will be admitted. As it 
has a large number of stockholders 
throughout the state, Manager Sanders 
anticipates a large business from the 
start. The reported examination, which 
is favorable in tone to the company, 
Says: 

The company was originally capital- 
ized for $300,000. This capitalization has 
been reduced by regular proceedings to 
$100,000. The law regulating the re- 
duction of capital stock was complied 
with, and a certificate of reduction of 
capital stock was issued to the company 
by the secretary of state, placing it at 
$100,000. 

The capital stock of $100,000 is fully 
paid up in cash. The men who promoted 
the company are not now in its manage- 
ment. The stockholders have taken con- 
trol and the present board of directors 
are carrying the company forward upon 
@ more economical basis. We received 
reconciling statements from the banks of 
deposits and by these checked the cash 
as shown by the ledger. We have de- 
ducted the accounts receivable as non- 
admitted assets. 

The assets which are admitted are the 
stock and bonds, cash in banks and trust 
companies, certificate of deposit, and ac- 
crued interest. These all form excellent 
assets for the company. We checked all 
items of income and disbursements from 
the cash book and journal against the 
ledger.

TOO MUCH POWER IS GRANTED 
Opposition is Made to Bills Making 


Standard Accident and Health 
Policy Provisions 











Some of the casualty companies seem 
to be favoring the standard provisions 
law introduced in several states, affect- 
ing accident and health companies. The 
support comes chiefly from some of 
the larger companies. In the earlier 
meetings when such a law was pro- 
posed it found decided opposition from 
almost all companies.

great delay on part of the two depart- 
ments mentioned because they would 
not render final decisions.

One of the directors is 
Mayor Silas Cook of East St. Louis. Sec- 
retary Goodall in speaking of the com- 
pany says: 

“This association was _ incorporated 
July, 1907, and since that date has con- 
ducted a high-class business in a limited 
territory. We do not go outside of Il- 
linois, believing that best results for both 
company and policyholder are obtained by 
small companies keeping their business 
largely under personal supervision. Our 
business is mostly on industrial forms, 
written in fair sized towns, where we are 
able to get on monthly premiums a very 
good class of risks, mostly business men, 
the business being secured at reasonable 
cost and renewing very well.

Bonding Company Loses Case 

An unusual case in which a bonding 
company came off second best has just 
been tried at Owensboro, Ky., in which 
the Stanley Deposit Bank, of Daviess 
county, was awarded judgment for $9,- 
498 against the Employers Liability. 

The suit resulted from the alleged 
misappropriation of funds of the bank 
by Estill Neel, former cashier. Neel 
was indicted on the charge of making 
false entries, but secured an acquittal 
later, his defense being that the money 
was taken with the consent of officers 
of the bank. 

The banking company then sued the 
Employers Liability for the amount 
of its losses, alleging that they had re- 
sulted from the “mismanagement” of 
the cashier and that the bonding com- 
pany was liable. The latter pointed out 
that the terms of the bond had not 
been complied with, no notice having 
been given it by the bank when the 
shortage was first discovered, and be- 
cause the requirement of monthly ex- 
amination of the officer’s books had not 
been carried out. 

In spite of this, however, the jury 
which heard the case returned a ver- 
dict for the bank. The bonding com- 
pany is preparing to appeal the case, 
final decision of which is expected to 
set an important precedent for bond- 
ing companies operating in Kentucky.

OHIO GERMAN REINDICTMENTS 


Ohio Prosecuting Officials Keep Alive 
Perjury and Embezzlement Cases 
Donnelly Makes Statement 








For the first time since the exposure 
of the condition of the Ohio German 
Fire, Judge Michael Donnelly, the 
president, has made a statement for 
publication. He claims he is being 
persecuted, not prosecuted, and points 
to the fact that the cases against Sec- 
retary F. D. Prentice and others are 
not being pushed. He claims he put 
his personal fortune into the company, 
that the only wrong he did was to his 
family. He offers an explanation of 
the embezzlement charges against him 
and says the money went back into the 
company in an effort to save it. 

At one time the books of the Citi- 
zen State Bank of Napoleon showed 
a credit to the Ohio German of $58,- 
000 more than the company’s books 
showed. Two checks for about $29,000 
apiece were made out to Donnelly and 
Prentice respectively and the sums 
were then paid on a loan made by the 
bank and secured by Prentice and Don- 
nelly. “If I thought for a minute that 
I had done any wrong,” says Donnelly 
in the statement, “I would resign as 
circuit judge immediately.” 

It has developed that the Napoleon 
Telephone Company, whose bonds 
formed a large item in the assets of 
the Ohio German, was operating un- 
der a personal franchise granted to 
Oliver Higgins, father-in-law of F. D. 
Prentice. It also operated in the little 
towns of Florida, Liberty Center, Hol- 
ton, Grelton and Hamler under per- 
sonal franchises granted to Donnelly, 
Prentice or Higgins. Judge Donnelly 
has surrendered his rights, but Hig- 
gins holds on to his. Prentice has not 
filed his answer to the foreclosure suit 
on the bonds and it is not known what 
he will do. 

The grand jury at Toledo has also 
brought in fresh indictments against 
Donnelly, Prentice, George Mc- 
Carthy and Miss Hope Yeager on per- 
jury charges. This action was taken 
because the defendants could not 
under the law be tried on the old ones, 
more than three terms of court hav- 
ing been held since the original indict- 
ments were found

New York, Mar. 29.—(Special.)—The 
German American directors at a meet- 
ing yesterday passed requisite resolu- 
tions providing for the merger of the 
German-American and Rochester Ger- 
man. Each holder of capital stock of 
the Rochester German shall be entitled 
to $47.07 par value of common stock 
of the new corporation for each share 
of capital stock of the Rochester com- 
pany owned by him. Each holder of 
capital stock of the German American 
shall be entitled to receive $118.31 
par value of capital stock of the new 
corporation for each share of capital 
stock of the German American owned 
by him. The completion of the merger 
now requires only ratification of share- 
holders by the respective companies 
and formal approval by Superintendent 
Hotchkiss which has already been 
given tentatively. 

The officers of the Rochester Ger- 
man will issue a circular to that com- 
pany’s agents advising them of the 
intention of the German American to 
maintain the plant of the Rochester 
German as the Rochester German Un- 
derwriters Agency to be managed at 
Rochester. Vice-President H. F. At- 
wood will continue to be associated 
with its management at least for the 
present. The meeting of stockholders 
of the two companies will be held on 
April 29, to approve the agreement 
finally. 





Big Loss on Albany Capitol 

New York, March 29. —(Special. )—So 
far as known not a penny of insurance 
was carried by fire insurance companies 
on the state capitol building at Albany, 
which was partly demolished today in 
a fire which did damage estimated at 
between $8,000,000 and $10,000,000. The 
building cost $25,000,000 when built. 
Over 600,000 volumes were destroyed 
in the library and the entire west wing 
of the building was demolished. The 
assembly chamber was ruined by fire 
and water, as was the senate chamber 
and many state departments. 

The insurance department was prac- 
tically unharmed except for slight 
water damage. This disposes of the 
first theory that the fire was caused by 
friction between Superintendent Hotch- 
kiss and the accident companies. The 
fire is blamed on improper insulation 
of electric wires but the cigar butt the- 
ory is also held. The building was 
considered fireproof and as on other 
state buildings of this class no insur- 
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ance was carried. Apparently there 
were no fire fighting appliances such 
as extinguishers, buckets, automatic- 
alarms, or other precautions.

The Iowa house reconsidered its defeat 
of the bill placing the insurance exam- 
iner in the auditor’s office on a salary 
basis and passed it on the second trial, 72 
to 17.
